Natives Well Siiiiplied With Anns 
Whieli Are Needed by the 
Otlier Side. 



LoxnoN, .March vil. — it ie reported 
that the British Chiirtered Soutli .\lri- 
etiii eoin]i;iiiy iw seriini.'sly alaniioil at. 
cNi.'iib; in ,'<iiuth Africa, and lias niailc 
slioii}; reiire.seuttiliuiis to the IJiitish 
irovernment, showing that it is absolute- 
ly necessary that a large force be ini- 
inec^iiitely dispatched to tlie relief of 
Bttliiwayo and pointing out the tliHietil- 
ties that luive iiri.seii in the way of tlie 
company being able to do so at present. 
Tho company was authorized to raise an 
additional force of 500 men in South 
Africa and further it is reported that 
two additional battalions of British 
regular troops will bo immediately sent 
to South Africa. 

The Leeds Mercury says the i_'overn- 
nieiit will sliortly iH.sne unlur.s for two 
fresh battalioiiH of tniopH to jiroceeti to 
Simlli Africa.

Coiise- 
nueutly it lias been found desirable to 
re|)laee these rilies as far as possible with i 
the Martini-Henri rifies, served out to 1 
th(^ police, the stock of ammunition for i 
the latter being fairly adequate. But 
thennmber of Martini-Henri rifles avail- 
able is small now. 

Nearly every good rifle procnrablu wag 
gathered up and smuggled into the 
Transvaal jin^vious to tin; .James. m raid. 
The autlioril ies licrc arc feeling the ei- 
.'ects of tills ;)ijlicy of wcakiMiing the de- 
fences ill (lilllMeni ]Kirts of British South 
Africa. I'r.til amis and a supply of ani- 
iiiiinition arrive fnmi Kiiglaiul the Brit- 
ish will be almost lielpless, and the 
combined uprising on the part of the 
Boers and natives who cannot be bribed 
into liostility might be very disastrous.

Sunu-, t hereforv, are 
more than liUcdy to fall victims to the 
iMalabflcs. Seloiis and Napier at Bu- 
luwayo have done everything possible 
under the (dreiimstanees, and as a result 
cf good SCI lilting v.'ork t bey are keepiiiir 
"(lust in the air," that is to s:iy, they 
are doing their utmost In conceal the 
weakness of the position of the liriiisli, 
while anxiously awaiting sujiplies of 
arms and nnitliunition necessary, but 
those aujiplles are not securable at such 
short notice. Thousands of sljinds of 
arms, which were believed to bo at the 
dispiisal of the British Chartered Coni- 
pany's oflicials, seem mysteriously to 
iia ve disa jipeared, and few people doulit 
they are now in the hands of the I'.ocrs. 
Thus time must elapse hcfure arois ami 
amiiiiinilinii e;in rctich here fnuu l'"ng- 
liiiid, and in tlie meanwhile the sitiiti- 
lioii must neec-'ssarily grow more grave. 

The agent of the tjhartered Company 
lias been authorized to raise an addi- 
tional force of five hundred men, but, 
though the men are available, anns, am- 
iiiunition and horses arc wanting. The 
whole countrj', outside of a radius of 
twelve miles around Buluwayo, is in a 
state of open insurrection, and the Mata- 
beles and other natives are flocking to 
;\IiiI(ip(i bills, where tin; son of the late 
King l.olieiigula is said to have been 
raised his lat Iter's rank with iiiueli 
ecreiiKiiiy, pri'))aratory to taking eom- 
iiiaml of llu" army of mil i v'es lli lek iiig 
from 1 be bills from all inirls. The vi- 
i-iiiity of Buluwayo is k"pi eleii r of reb- 
els by white stiouts, lint it is believed 
the natives tire biiuL' kept in full in- 
formation of all that is going on , and 
nobody doubts the root of the trouble is 
at Pretoria and Berlin, which are kept 
well informed regarding the progress t,f 
the uprising. 

Advices from tlu? Transvaal show that 
the work of preparing for war is iHung 
eontiniied there night and day. (iaiigs 
of men relieve each other at intervals in 
the work Ujioii the forts designed to pro- 
tect Bretoria, the jjlates for wliieli have 
been furnished by the Creusot Works 
and the puns by the Kriipp firm in tier- 
many. ]>rillingartillerymen under (ier- 
man oflieers goes on openly every day. 
There is no longer any concealment in 
the )>reparatLon8 being made. A foreign 
legion, composed almost entirely of Ger- 
mans, who have recently entered the 
Transvaal, has been organized, and this 
force will be mostly infantry and artil- 
lery, the Boers being relied upon to fur- 
nish iilltlie cavalry necessarj'.TIiegeeeral 
oiiiiiiou e.\|ircsseii here is that tlu; eoiii- 
pany's otlieials and the British boiiie 
govern men t greatly iiiiiler-est imate the 
serious state of iifl'iiirH which pn.'vails 
here. This seems to he esiiecially the 
case with the British government and it 
would seem that the latter niUKt be it;- 
tentionally or unintentionally misled by 
the Gbarlered Company's officials or by 



others. In this connection it is reported 
Sir Hercules Robinson, governor of 
Cape Colony, seeing the approach of the 
cloud, was (ie.oiroiis of resigning before 
the storm bretiks, and there are other 
oflicials who, runior has it, would like 
to ilo the same. In short, British pres- 
tige in .South Africa has been rudely 
shaken, ami the shaking, under encoiir- 
iigeinciil from Olin-many, is still going on 
and most energetic steps will likely be 
necesKary to enable (ireat Britain to 
iiiaiiitain the status quo whieli prevailed 
before the .laiii'.'son raid. 

It leaked out to-day that the officials 
of the British Chartered Company are 
(n eu more alarmed than the current re- 
port has it. It is understood ri!pre.'--ent- 
at ions have jnst been inatle to Sir iler- 
cults Robinson regarding the extreme 
gravity of the situation and requeeting 
that he ask for immediate reinforuu- 
ments of regular troops from Great 
Britain or India. He is said to have as- 
sured the representative of the company 
tliiit the home goveriuiient may be 
counted upon to meet any eiiK^rgeni'V, 
and mill i til mal regular troops may 
shortly be expected at Cape Town. 

Kiglit Hun. .losepb Cliaii; lierlai ii , sec- 
retary of state for the colonics, read a 
di.spateh from t he (ioveriuiruf Cape t.'iil- 
oiiy, Sir llereiiles Kohinson, in the 
House uf Conimoiis to-day. It announc- 
ed lliat the MiitaheIcK are massing in 
the Matopo Hills. He added tliatcoiii- 
munication with the south was en- 
dangered. There was a month's sujjply 
of iirovisions at Buluwayo, but tlicre 
was a lack of anus there with wliieb to 
supply volunteers.

THE GARROTE. 

Horrible Scenes at the Execution of Five 
Cuban Convicts— Almost Unparal- 
leled Horrors. 

TIavaxa, March 31. — Five Cubans 
classed as "murderers, violaters and in 
cendiaries," lielonging to Cavajiilio, 
had lieeii sentenced to be garrotted at 
7 o'clock this morning. .-V strmig fo 
of infantry was drawn up around the 
spot where the garrote had been erected 
The executioner, Valentine Ruiz, acted 
Upon this occasion as assistant to his 
own assistant, instead of as ticlnal exe- 
eulioner. When the first man was 
placed in the chair the acting execu- 
tioner nervously twisted the handle be- 
hind that part of the post opjiosite tilt 
neck of the prisoner and corresjiond ing 
with the iron collar, fie was terribly 
nervous and his hands slipped repeated- 
froni the lever. There were horiihh 
smothered choking cries from the scaf- 
fold, and it was oidy after a loni: (lerioi" 
of agony that the Cuijan was ])ronounced 
tlead. 

The second victim was led up to the 
scalhild by the priesus and the assistant 
executianer. lie made an ell'ort to say 
something lint the executioner's hand 
Covered his mouth and he was liastily 
bundleil into the chair. In another 
moment the iron-collar was around liis 
neck, the cap was over his face and thi 
first turn of the lever had been given. If 
the executioner was nervous at the first 
killing, he was fen times more so now 
The result was a more alow, fearful 
Ktranguhition, and another horrible ex 
perience ftir the spectators. I'.y thi 
time the jirison oflieials, the ])riestH and 
thcolliecrs in eoinniand of the tro 
denounced the action of the execnt i, mer 
and calleii upon him to let another man 
take his place. Therenpon the actiny 
executioner feverishlv called upon tin 
execnt ioni!r - in - chief , Valentine Itiiiz, 
who is looked upon as being the 
oreatest expert in liis line of business, 
to eoine and help him. Ruiz, however, 
almost as nervous and excited as his as- 
sistant, succeeded in acconiplishing 
the execution with less horror than hi 
assistant. The fourth Cuban was then 
tnrneil over to Ruiz, wdio was shaking 
all over, and stunihling away from tl 
death-posi, insisted in choking toni 
that his assistant must finish the day 
Wm-k. Consei|iiently the assisting e> 
ecntioner again ti-ieii his hand, but u i: 
as niilneliv as before, for there was an- 
mliei- scene of horror, ■wdiich nearly 
can.sed sin.ng men to faint before the 
Cuban's life was ))ronouuced extinct. 



Canadian lioys' Common Sense. 
Hamilio.v, Ont., March 30.— What 
would have been a serious accident on 
the Grand Trunk was averted yesterday 
by the thoughtful act of a couple of lads 
signalling the Atlantic fast express going 
east. The heavy train, ma, le u p of six 
rullinans, smoker, lir.st-class coacli and 
t wo baggage care, vvaa coming down Dun- 
das grade at the regular speed, and was 
due at Hamilton at 3:56 p.m. The lads 
wit bothers wiire playing along the track 
between Dundas and Hamilton, and 
when near the six't wdiere the noted 
great slide of about nine years ago oc- 
curred, they noticed the track itovered 
with rock and debris that, had sliddeii 
down the mountain side. Knowing tlie 
fast express was abotil due, they ran up

and Dr. Cioldschuiidl, toj^'clbcr rcpre- 
sentinj^ the Mni'opean ^ide of the orij;iii-

Mr. Ilornc-l'ayne says 
that, before leaviuj^ London, he found 
everyone <;reatly pleased at the chan^'e 
for the belter during: the year, in tlie 
outlook for Canadian I'acilic and other 
Canadian securities, and (jreater confi- 
dence was generally prevailing in linan- j 
cial circles.

The conduct of Dr. C;irl Pt'tcrs, the 
(icnnan luiporial Cominissioiior in 
Africa, has roused the indiRnation of the 
German people. Dr. Peters, like many 
men who have been sent to Africa 
and other countries inhabited by men 
" guiltv of a skin not colored like their 
own," believed llial ho could treat tlie 
colored natives as hia whims or his pas- 
sions ihctated. Ixuiuors of sonie of the 
deeds of tliis German colonizer Iniving 
reached Germany, inciuiriea were made 
and the result was thereverseof creditable 
to Dr. Peters. AinonR other despotic 
and cruel acts which he is said to have 
committed he is ac('U8e<l of bavin;,' ile- 
liberately murdered the native woman 
who lived with biai as his wife, and one 
of his men servants. It was found, too, 
that las treatment of the natives ^'ener- 
ally was very far from what it ouglit to 
have been. 

The ease of Dr. Peters has led to a 
comparison of the dillerent methoils of 
colonization practiced by luiropeaii na- 
tions. The Xew York Tribune, a news- 
paper tliat cannot be accuised of 
being unduly favorable to the British, 
in an article of whicli Dr. Peters' career 
in Africa was the text, says: 

Whatever may be the outcome of tliis 
case, it is iiotoriouH that colonial methods 
in Africa are jienerally, except under 
the British and l''rench fla^s, harsh and 
cruel. The liritisii do not hesitate to 
wage unprovoked wars of conquest; hut 
after they have got possession of a coun- 
try they treat the natives kindly. The 
natives of Natal, Mainland, Basutoland 
and other regions in South Africa are 
happy and contented. Tlie natives of 
Swaziland sent a delegation to 
England to beg the government to take 
them under its rule anil i)iotect llicm 
from the Hin'rs. The I'V'.labcen of l'"gypt 
look UDDU the British as tlieii- bene- 
factors, their .■^aviours. And so it is every- 
where. The jMiL'lisbnian calls the l)hii;k 
num a nig;?er and regards him as bis in- 
ferior; but be Jii^ver forgets that the 
nigger is, after all, a man, entitled to 
humane treatmeni. And so the subject 
races under British rule increase and 
multiply aad thrive, and actually make 
some progress toward civilization. 

Far ditierent is the state of afiairs in 
colonies under other flags. The horrors 
of Spanish rule in South America and 
the Indies are well known. For many 
years tin; P(jrtugni^se Hag lias lieeii the 
chief shelter (jf the slave trade in .Suiitli- 
Central Africa. The Dutch i-olonists, 
from the Capo to the Limjjopo, have 
offered the natives no other choice than 
that between slavery and extermination. 
Of Lierman rule in Africa the case of 
Carl Peters is a sample. 

It seiMiia to us that the great diU'erenee 
between the British and the niiMi of most 
other natiuiiH.witli regard to colonization, 
lies in the fact that Great Britain looks 
upon a colony as a community which 
must be protected and fostered for its 
own sake. Her great object is to make 
the colony self-supporting and law-re- 
specting. She in the.se days, at any 
rate, is content with the indiret-t advan- 
tages which sheiU-rives from coniinnni- 
ties great and sriiail under her Hag, and 
to a certain t.\leiit tlepeiulenl up(jn her, 
in all quarters of the world. Oilier 
Kiiroijcan nations as a rule look upon 
colonies lis tributaries of the Mother 
('oiiiitry from which she is from Ibe very 
JirsL to iihlain iiiiniediate uhd siihstaii- 
tial advaiilUL'i'S. It is, as wr tiikr it, 
tlii'sc dillerent ways of regarding colon- 
ies that are the cause of the diflference in 
the treatment of them between Great 
Britain and most other nations which 
liuve nia<le aften)j)t8 at colonization. 
The CMnseiinence ni this dill'eionci' in 
their esliiiiate oi the nature and \\w use 
of colonic.'^ is tluU. Great Pritain as a 
colonizer has ln'cn siucrj^.-fiil , \sliilo 
nearly all other nations liavc' been, to a 
greater or leas extent, unsuccessful. 

Tlie Tribune proceeds to show that in 
the Cameroons, which the Germans have 
occupied for some years, the chief busi- 
ness still is the repression of rebeHions 
and "the thrashing of the nalivos, male 
and female,'' there being only two hun- 
dred \vliit(! peojih^ ill the whoU: couiilry ; 
that in Togolaiid, which the Germans 
have oocupied for a dozen years or more, 
there are less than one hundred white 
inhabitants; and that in German .South- 
west Africa, with an area of twice that 
ot all the North Atlantic States, the 
white population, after twelve years, is 
scarcely 1,1200. This is how tiio Tribune 
b'jars witness to the succeas of the Brit- 
ish race as coloui/.era : 

"Tlio fact is the Angto-Sa.xon seems to 
be the one great; colonizing race. Tiie 
Latins liad the start of it in America, but 
it has immeasurably outstripped them. 
The Dutch and the Portuguese were the 
first in South Africa, but must now give 
])lacu to the Jiritisli. i'ranoe got the 
lirst grip ujion India, but had to loosen 
it in favor of her island rival. New /ea- 
iiind and Australia are the otlier (!x- 
ainiiles of the marvellous ability of this 
lace in founding and developing new 
.states. Men of other blood came in 
later, /".a they have come to tlie United 



States by'millions, and made admirable 
citizens. But the pioneers are of Anglo- 
Saxon origin. It is a strong, proud 
race, sometimes arrogant and domineer- 
ing, but on the wdiole both just anil gen- 
erous. It has established in ovlm-v i|nar- 
ter of t b(i globe such an eiij piii!, political, 
eoni Mu'icial aiiil i utt llci't mil a.s no utlier 
ill llii^ or any ot 1 ler day was over dri'iiiii- 
ed ol. cnciTing .«ix times the urea of 
the Piiiiuiii empire at its greatest, and 
eoniprisiiig one-third of the whole pojiu- 
lation of the glohe. And with all this 
achieved, it is still so fresh and vigorous 
anil full of energy that every wouid-be 
rival seems weak and decaying in com- 
parison with it. It lias i>layed u great 
part in the history of the hist century. 
It will dominate the doings of the cen- 
tury to come. 

It seems surprising that otlier nations 
which are ambitious to extend their in- 
lluonco by means of colonies have not 
yet learned to adopt the British meth- 
ods. None of them seems to have Brit- 
ish patience and British forljoarance, 
and none ot them appears to be able to 
get over the idea that colonists are in- 
ferior to the inhabitants of the Parent 
Land and are not flt to be trusted with 
the management of their own alFairs.

The report, 
whatever may have been the intention 
of the men who drew it up, is a ileliher- 
ate attemjit to injure this eily of Vic- 
toria, and as sncli wo helicve it will be 
regarded by ninety-nine out of every 
hundred of its citizens. 



SOI'TII A Flue AX nrSTlIJilJASCES. 

The situation in .Matabelolaial seeiiiH 
serious, lull the sensational reporter ia 
no doubt iiidusti iuusly muking the in- 
surrection of the natives more formid- 
able than it reall.v is. It is not so long 
ago that Dr. Jameson, with a not very 
formidable force, defeated Lobengula 
and his well organized and well disci- 
plined impi, and the Zulus and other 
native races of I be region cannot be so 
formidable now as they were then. The 
Boers entered the country when the 
warlike natives were stronger and more 
nunierous tbaii they are to-day. Tlioy, 
iievertlieless, in apito of all opposition, 
gained a foothold in the country and in- 
creased and multiplied in the face of the 
liersistent hostility of the native tribes. 
I'"veii to this day they tind it necessary 
to make raids into the cmintry of the 
idack men to show thai they are still 
alive and watebiul. Jf the Boers 
could grow and prosper in the midst of 
enemies who are now creating so much 
alarm in Matiiljeleland, and ihal too 
without bel]) from the outside world, 
there cannot be nuich fear ol the hardy 
and plucky colonists uf 3Iatabeleland 
who have already sliown that they know 
bow to take care of tlieniselves. 

The March miniber of the Beview ni 
Reviews contains a "character ski ti h"' 
of which Paul Kruger is the .subject. 
I'rom that sketch we take the following 
1 i vely passage : 

Paul !\niger ami his falliei ami family 
trespas-ed unci' inld Ihc mjioii nvcr 
wlneli tlie Zulns ri)\ ed as iiiidispiiled 
masters. Now to tlie gond IJoi'r I lie

I.fc 
is tnu' he Was t ; o:-,",;;; ; i lig on 
I he /ulus' own torritoiy. lie was no 
intruding L'itUinder. Nu /ulii had in- 
vited his unwelcouie preseni'e. No Con- 
stitution guariinteed hitn e(|ual rights, 
lie came unbidden and jirepared to 
stay. 

Now, the Zul us in tlio.^^i^ days had all 
the dislike whiidi tin- Itm-rs l.i-day hiive 
of new comers. Being simple minded 
savages, wilhoiit any stale secretaries 
friim foieign universities to advise them 
bow to circumvent the IJithiiider, they 
liroceeded in their delightfully direct 
anil primitive fashion to gi ve the Voor- 
t reckers notice to quit. The notice was 
served with the assegai and supported 
by the whole strength of the Zulu impi. 
The (irst years of the Voortree-kera in tlie 
Transvaal were more exciting than com- 
fortable. Tinii^ and again tlie invading 
Jioers bad to defend their lagered wag- 
gons as a fastness, round which stormed 
the foaming waves of Zulu war. 
When little Paul was only twelve years 
old he stood behind the wagon rampart 
on Battle llill (Vechikop) and saw the 
dreaded crescent Burge up the bill as if 
to overwhelm the feeble garrison. 
Twice the black flood came roaring up, 
while the assegais bristled over bead, 
and no power on earth seemed able to 
save the encampment from annihila- 
tion. But twice the sure shots of the 
Boer marksmen rang out from behind 
the wagons and twice the Zulu impi fell 
back, almost from tlie iniizules of the 
white men's rides. After the Booond 
repulse they departed, mid there wns 
groat psalm singing over the doliver- 
nnce. For in tliose days even Pavi! 
Kruger believed the UitlanJers had 



TJir: SPREAD OF PROTECTION. 

The Southern States not very long 
ago wore, without a single exception, 
free trade in sentiinent. They sub- 
mitted most reluctantly to the protec- 
tionist policy of the Northern States. 
But now it appears the Southerners ara 
fast becoming protectionist. The cause 
of the change is that in tlic old lime 
before the war the Southern States pro- 
iluced nothing hat 'the raw material of 
iiiaiuifactures. They ox|)orted the prod- 
uce of tlieir plantations in a raw state 
greater part of its price. They therefore 
and received manufactured goods as the 
favored a policy of tree trade. But now 
the South has manufactures of its own. 
Its inhabitants are iiianufaeturiiig tlie 
cotton and the iron that the country 
produces on the spot whore they lU'e 
mined and gnjwii. IManu factures of 
various kinds are springing ui> in the 
country, and those interested in them 
want them protected from the competi- 
tion of the foreigner. 

ICveu the cotton planters tind thai 
they are Htilleriiig from Isaslern com))eti- 
tiun. Uirge iiuantities uf cotton raised 
in l")gyi>t are iiiipurteil into the .States, 
it being of a kind which the manufac- 
turers of the New KngUuid States value 
highly. The American consul-general 
in Cairo has written n paper onthissub- 
ject, whicli has been a surprise to the 
I)eople both of the North and of the 
South. " His figures," it is said, "are 
siitliciently starlhng to be lejirod need, 
lie finds that in the last ten years the 
importation of Egyptian long-llber cot- 
ton has increased from the weight 
eipiiviilent to 5,71J2 Anierican bales of 
.')00 pounds each in 1885-(3, to the equiv- 
alent in weight of 75,000 bales of 500 
pounds each in 18l)5-f>. American cen- 
suniers paid for this eutlon lust year 
;^')iOOO,000. 

The b'L'y ptiaii cotton paid no duty 
to the L'nited States treasury. Southern 
cotton growers cannot see why 
:he L'nited States Government should 
encourage cotton cultivation in Egypt, 
while quite as good cotton as that grown 
in h'gvpt can ho raised on American 
farms in Louisiana, (iourgia and Texas 
by American taxpayer.s. The New 
( )rleans Picayune indignantly asks " why 
.Vniericans should' send- money abroad to 
)iay for an article which can be produced 
at home?" The growth of protectionist 
sentiment in the .South, it is averred, will 
have an ellcct on the election to he held 
next November. It will, it is said, re- 
sult in the near future, if not immedi- 
ately, in liroaking iiptlio "S<did South." 
The South has, indeed, showm signs of 
political disintegration, and it would 
not be at all surprising if at the coming 
election the Protectionist party of tlie 
North received an aeuession. of strength 
from the South.

.Mellin says the barkentitie Hew no 
si},'iials of distress, hut it was evideiil 
from her ell'orts to coiiiniiinicate with 
the Halcyon that something was wrong 
aboard the ship. The descri|)tion of the 
barkentine tallies with that of the Dis- 
covery, out nearly seventy days from 
Puget Sound for San Francisco, and 
w hich has tieen i;iven up for lost.

REVENUE ACT. 

Hon. Ml!. Tuhnku niovod the second 
readiiitr of tlie revenue tiix act ainend- 
nient bill. This he explained is to re- 
move tho dii-ruuilty experienced last sea- 
son in collecting thia Uix. from certain 
operatives for the canneries on the 
Eraser river, by which about $1,500 was 
l03l to the revenue. The bill provides: 

2. The term " imiuiIovit " in the " Uev- 
enue tax act" and amendments thereto 
shall inchide every priiprii'tor or inaniif^er 
era fish cannery who rurnislies or siippliL's 
boats, nets and'lishing apparatus or any of 
them, to lishermen or others in return I'or 
a portion of the tisli taken or cauKlit there- 
out or therewith by such lisliernu'ii, or in 
coiisideriitiou of t"he snnjily to .such ])ri)- 
prietor or Muma,i,'rr of all or a ei-rtiun por- 
tion of the lisli so eauKht at, a certain 
price, or has with any lisherinan any simi- 
lar lishinf? agreement, and all such liriher- 
meu and all parties fortuine the crew of 
snob boats shall be deemed to be in the 
employment of such proprietor or niaii- 
agor for the purposes of the said ael. 

Bill read a HccniKl tiiue. 

Hon. Mu. TrusKii i)re9en(eti a return 
showiue; the ri^venue and ex|>enditnn,' 
during l.lie last four years in tlie dis- 
tricts oi ^Vost minster, Yalo, West 
Kootenay ami New Westminster Ciiy ; 
an l during the last two years in Van- 
couver Citv. 

coNSTrrirrioN.vi. i'i;ih i;i)U ui:. 

JIu. iSicMi.iN, before the orders oi the 
day were called, directed attL'iitiou to 
tlie incident in coinniittee t>l supply last 
night, when the Provincial Secix'tary 
witlulrew a ninti(ju for the reduction o! 
his salary, because it was evident that it 
could not be carried in the committee. 
He held that tiiis was a departure from 
the Government policy as laid down in 
the budget spee('h,and that since the 
goviM iiiuent had tlm.'J lost the control of 
the house their propercourse would beto 
ten lei- their resignations to the Liouteu- 
aut-Clovernor, so that he might send iot 
the gentlemen who evidently liad the 
control oi the liouse — not in tliia case 
the leader of the oiipositioii, but Mr. 
Rithet and Mr. Helmoken, into whose 
hands the control apjieared to have 
passed. He instanced the case oi the 
reduction of salary of Campbell Banner- 
man, which had led to the resignation oi 
the Roaeberry eovernment, aa a prece- 
dent. 

Hon. Coil. Baker pointed out thnt 
that was an entirely different case, 
where the salary asked aa a matter of 
government policy, waa reduced by the 
the house. Here, however, nothing oi 
the kind had occurred. The uovern- 
inent policy was dechired in tho esti- 
mates, wliicli provided ior tlie ministers 
the sahuT ah-eady decideil upon by tlie 
house, anil heas a private individual had 
movcil an amenilment to give the house 
an opportunity oi making a reduction 
of ten per cent, as in the case oi the 
higher employees. The government 
SUi)porters, forniing a majority in the 
house, having opposed the amendment 
and requested its withdrawal, it was 
withdrawn by resolution of the house. 

Hon. Mr: Turner, Major Mutter and 
others having spoken to the same effect, 
the matter dropped. 

co.M.\inri;K ok supply. 

The house again went into committee 
of supply, Mr. Hunter in the chair. Tho 
votes, amounting to $134,838, for adinin- 
iatration of justice were paased without 
material discuaaion. Thoae for legisla- 
tion, ^29,014, were next taken up. 

Mil. Cotton mov^d to reduce the .ses- 
sional indemnity of members by ten jier 
cent. 

Mu. Kknnkdv said iinlhing alxutt tliis, 
luit urged tliat the sessional indemnity 
paid to the ministers be cut oil', togetlier 
with their travelling allowances. 

The motion was lost on division. 

Mil. Cotton" moved to redui-e the ses- 
sional indemnity to the old llgiire of 
$400, in place of $600 as at present. This 
motion, he aaid, was in consequence oi 
a remark by Mr, Helmcken that he 
would support a subatantial reduction 
like this, tnough opposed to the merely 
nominal reduction of ten per cent. 

Mil. GiiAiiA.M o|)pi)sed this resolution 
bjcause it did not look to him as ii the 
mover was in earnest. Some oi the mein- 
hera apjieanid to he rather trying to 
show themselves oil' as ready to sacrifice 
their own indtuunity when they knew 
the resolutions would not carry. 

Mi;. Wn.l.iAM.-- agreed with what Mr. 
( Irahani had said. lie ilid not think 
:f 1)00 too much for a member, but he 
would like to see the ministers' indem- 
nities cut oil'. 

After further discussion and amend- 
ments in various sliapea the indemnities 
and mileage allowance were passed as 
at pi eaent. The appropriations for pub- 
lic institutions maintenance, liospitals 
and charities, administration oi justice 
other than salaries, education, trana- 
|iin't, rent, ri'venue si^rvi(;es, and down 
lo vote l.")7 mider piildic works were 
adopted, and the coinniittee rose. 

In answm- to a nuestion Iloii. i\Ir. 
Turner said it seemed to he iuipos-^iblc 
to finish the business thia week, and he 
would leave it to the house to say what 
tho Easter adjournment aliould be— 
whether from Thursday to Monday or 
otherwise. 

Mr. Semlin pointed out that the house 
of Commons, in which there are a great 
number of Roman Catholics with whom 
Good i'ridav is a strict holiday, propcses 
to sit on that diiy and he wanted to 
know wliv this legislature could not do 
so in order to get through this week. 

Hon. Mr. Turner and Hon. Col. Ihiker 
having staled that they obje<-ted to sit- 
ting on (iood Kriday and tho Speaker 
having stated that it would ho perfectly 
in order for tnem to sit on that day or 
any other day that they chose, the matter 

*^Tt''{)ein£; six o'clock the Speaker left 
the chair. 

After Recess. 

The house again went into committee 
oi Huuply, Mr. IIuntor in the chair. The 
remaining items in the estimates— for 
Tjublie works and miscellaneous— were 
adopted with but little diaciisBioii. 

In eonneetiou witli the vote ol $2,500 
for •' lieviaioii of tho statntea, clerical 
assistance," Hon. M.r, Eberta explained 
that any sum to be provided for this 



work, outside of tlie clerical assistance, 
will appear in the supplementary es- 
timates, and when these come down the 
manner in which the revision is to bo 
carried on will be stated. 

Mil. S Mi.iN moved to strike out the 
vote oi $2,500 for tho salary of the 
.VgiMit (ieiieial in London. 

Cait. liiviNi; tavorcti this resolution, 
as he tlioiiijht tlie inoiuiy could be better 
expended in (Jassiar. 

Hon. Mu. 'ruiiNicit thought it would he 
very unwise to abolish this oliice when 
the ieeliiig in the other colonies and 
provinces appears to be all the 
other way. lie showed the henelit 
to be derived from the joint uf- 
iorts oi all tliese provincial agents 
in fyondon, where they keep the 
advantages offered by tho places they 
represent prominently bofoie the pub- 
lic, and he knew of no better way of ad- 
vertising than this. He pointed out the 
mistake, however, of supposing that 
while there is an Agent General in Lon- 
don it will never be necessary for the 
Finance Minister to go to London in 
coiineciion with provincial loans, and 
stated that while he was there last auin- 
mer he met the tiiuuice iniiiistera from 
the Dominion oi Canada, tho Province 
oi .S'auitoba, and the coloni(!S oi Xew 
Zealand and West Australia, all in con- 
nection with their loans, altliough they 
have agents general there. 

Mii. .Vdams thought it was no doubt a 
good thing to have such an (jflice in 
London, but aa hu had heard some com- 
plaint about the manner in wliicfi Mr. 
Vernon attends to hia duties he thought 
the government might well look into 
this. 

Ihi.N-. Mk. Turner said some of these 
comidaints had come to tlie attention of 
the government, notably one from a 
gentleman who said he liad repeatedly 
called at IMr. Vernon's ofBce <luriiig the 
monlli oi May, and that he was never 
there. Th il was q uite triit!, but it was 
also true that during that niMiilh Mr. 
Viu'iuui was ver^' sick and conlined lo 
his bed. 

Ma. Hi:i..mcki;n, alter iurllicr discus- 
sion, said that he had been in the otlice 
oi the .Vgeut-t ieiieral, and must say that 
he waa very civally treated there, ami 
hi> c'.'uld see how the ollice could be oi 
very great use to the province. He 
thought, however, that Mr. Vernon 
should bo re(|uested not to allow his 
name to bo used in coniieclioii with 
the formation of companies for operation 
in liritish Columbia, and he would like 
the government to make a note of this 
hint, lie ho|)ed >fr. Semlin would now, 
after having had time ior consideration, 
withdraw the iiiotiou he had made. 

Mr. Semlin's amendment was lost on 
division and the vote was carried. The 
remaining items were adopteil and the 
committee rose. 

Hon. Ml!. I'hiicuTs presented a return 
respecting certain actions entered in the 
county court at Nanaimo against Messrs. 
Grant, Vv'alker and Mcdsuight. 

The house adjourned at 11 Ab p.m. 

TRYING TO TEACH FREE TRADE. 

To TiiK Knrroii: — I see a loader in tho 
Times aj)j)roving from a free trade point 
oi view, oi Lord Salisbury's remarks on 
the clause in the German and lielgian 
I treaties of commerce prohibiting Great 
j Britain from giving the colonies a pre- 
I ferential tarifl". The Times doea not 
I know that Lord Salisbury waa apeaking 
j from a protectionist point of view, that 
the theory of the free trader is that they 
must give no preference, even to their 
own people. 

When'Richard Colnlcn, working with 
Mr. filadstfine, negotiated a treaty oi 
commerce wil h l''rauce, he iiiitrlit have 
stipulated that other nations than ICiig- 
land should pay higher duties on goods 
imported by I'Vance, hut he did not and 
would not; all he. wanted iroin France 
was a lower tarilF. iMiglaiid a'.;reed to 
allow light wines to eoiiie in at a lower 
duty than before, and was bound only 
to France to do this, but the markets of 
England were opened to the light wines 
of the world. 

The idea of a Zollverein, or Customs 
Union, seems to haunt some of the 
windy free traders who do not know the 
meaning of the term. The (iernian 
Zollverein waa organized and kept going 
as a great protectioniat union. The Uni- 
ted States are one great .\meriean Cus- 
toms Union, hound together by little 
else than the protectionist tarill'. 

With so called fri^o traders from 
Canada call on Jsnghind to give them a 
preferential tarill', what <lo they mean, 
li they mean anything, ii they have any 
i idea in their heada? Ttiere is no duty 
on anything Canada can send to I'hig- 
land save spirits and tobacco. 'I'licse 
will be subject to customs duty and have 
excise forever. 

What, then, do these self-styled free 
traders ask from England? Simply a 
tax on corn and cnttle imported from 
the States. This would be right in a 
jirolecl ii mist but iml in a free trader. It 
jj In be e\p('cti-d aliiiiist frnui Lord Sal- 
isbury Ii' i never u as a tliMrouirh free 
trader, but not from the LiJii'ral party, 
not even iroin Air. .hisepli tllianihi'rhuii, 
excepting ill a post prandial spiiech. The 
Times slioulil sludy, read Adam Smith, 
think a little .-iiid tiien write. X.Y.Z, 
March 80, ISUti. 



THE WESTiUINSTER BRIDGE. 

To THE Editou: — Many people are 
sceptical as to whether the British Pacific 
railway, when built will really have its 
terminus in Victoria; and, to put the 
matter boldly, I think, under existing 
circuiiistanci^s, such sceptiidsin is jusli- 
lied. T'his (juestiou is capable of lieiiig 
put forever at rest if the goveriiiiieiil 
will t.iike one little ste|) thia ses.siou, 
which will c<.iHt them nothing, do im- 
mense good to the \'aneouver and West- 
minster districts, anchor in Victoria iov 
all time, and beyond all doubt, not only 
the terminus of the lirilish Pacific but 
thoae of the ( Ireat Northern, Northern 
Pacific and the Canadian Pacilic rail- 
ways, and finally enormously increase 
the value of all property in this city.

Directly this is done 
the short line to- Steveaton will be 
built, and ita connection to Van- 
couver, and the freight cara of the 
Great Northern, who are already on the 
south side of the i'raser ojiposite New 
Westminster, and of the Canadian Paci- 
fic, will be ferried bodily to Sidney and 
brought to Victoria over the Victoria it 
SidiK^y railway. This is certain. It le- 
iiuirea little iinagiiiat ion to believe that 
tho alriiaily aiitliorized lino to Sumaa 
City will follow without delay, tiiereby 
enabling tho Northern Pacilic to add ita 
(juota to that of its two Iranscontinental 
coiiipetitora towards the pioaiierity of 
the capital. 

The plans and estimates for tlie bridge 



are said to be ready and it can be com- 
pleted in six months. The little line to 
Steveaton can be built in a few months 
and that to Sumas in twelve months. 
Let us not in our ellbrts to get one trans- 
continental line in Victoria, lose . the 
chance of securing three, two of 'which 
are knocking at our doors for, admission, 
and the third of which must foUow in 
self deienee. 

Let the anpp.rlera oi the British Paci- 
fic rally round the city menihers, in 
order that their influence may be added 
to thatoi the men oi Now "Westminster 
iu carrying, through thia enormous 
boon to the city and aid to the con- 
struction, in the near future, of 

"Tub British Paoipic." 



THE NOOTKA CHIEF SPEAKS. 

To THE Editor: — My name is Ma- 
quinna! I am the chief oftheNootkas 
and other tribes. M;^ great grandfather 
wab also called Maquinna« He was the 
first chief in the country who saw white 
men. That is more than one hundred 
years ago. He was kind to tho white 
men aiul gave them land to build and 
live on. By and bye more wdiite men 
came and ill treated our jieople and kiil- 
napped them and carried them away on 
their vessels, and then the Nootkas be- 
came had and retaliated and killed some 
white peojile. But that is a long time 
ago. I have always been kind to the 
white men. I h'. Powell knows it and 
Mr. Vowell anil all the white men who 
come to my country. And now I hear 
that the white chiefs want to persecute 
ua and put us in jail and we do not know 
whv. 

'rhey say it is because we give feasts 
which the Chinook neople call " Pot- 
latch." That is not bad ! That which 
we give away is our own! Dr. Powell, 
the Indian agciil, one day also made a 
piillatcli to all the Indian chiefs, and 
gave them .i coat, and tobacco, and 
other things, and lliereby we ."ill knew 
that he was aeliief; and so wdien I give 
a potlatch, they all learn I hat I am a 
chiiu". To put lu piiscm people who 
steal and sell whiskey and i^ards to our 
young men ; that is right. fjut do iii^t 
put us iu jail as long as we have not 
stolen thi; thiiigH whiidi we give away to 
our Indian irieuds. Once 1 was in \'ic- 
loria, and I saw a very larire house ; 
they told me it was a bank and that the 
wliiteineii place their money there to 
take care of, and that by-and-by they 
get it back, with interest. We are In- 
dians, and we have no such bank; but 
when we have plenty of money or blan- 
kets, we give them away to other chiefs 
and people, and by-and-by they return 
them, with interest, and our heart feels 
good. Our potlatch is our bank. 

1 have given many times a jiotlaUdi, 
ami I have more than two tlKUisand dol- 
lars in the handsof indiau friends. They 
all will return it some time, and I will 
thus have the ineatia to live when I can- 
not work any more. My uncle is blind 
and cannot work, and that is the way 
he now lives, and he buys food for his 
family when the indiaiis make a pot- 
latch. I feel alarmed 1 I must give up 
the potlatch or else be put in jail. Is 
the Indian agent going to take care of 
me when I win no longer work? No, 1 
know he will not. He does no*, support 
the old and jioor now. He gets identy 
oi money to snjiport his own family, 
but, although it is all our money, he 
gives nothing to our old peoj)le, and so 
it will be with me when I get old and 
infiriii. They say it is the will of the 
(iueeii. That is not true. The tiueen 
knows iKithing aboiit<JUr i)otlatcli feasts. 
She IU list have been |Hit U|) to make a 
law by people who know us. Why do 
tliey not kill nie? 1 W(nild rather 1x3 
killed now than starve to death when 1 
am an old man. Very well, Indian 
agents, collect the two thousand dollars 
I am out and I will save them till I am 
ohl and give no more potlatch ! 

They say that sometimes we cover our 
hair with feathers and wear masks when 
we dam^e. Yes, but a white man told me 
one day that I 111' whitt; people have also 
soiiiel 1 ines inasiiiierade balls and while 
wnmi'.i have feathers on their Ixmuets 
and the white chiefs give jirizes for those 
who imitate best, birds or animals. 
,\iul this is all good wdieu white men do 
it l)ul very bad when Indians do the 
same thing, The white chiefs should 
leave ua alone as long as we leave the 
white men alone, they have their games 
and we have ours. 

I am sorry to hear the news about 'the 
potlach and that my friends of the 
North were put in jail. I sympathise 
with them -, and I asked a white man to 
write this in order to aak all white men 
not to interfere with our customs as 
long aa lluu-c is nosin or crime in them, 
TIk^ iiotlatch is not a pagan rite ; t he 
lirst ('hristiaus uscil lo liavi! their gouds 
ill common and as a cimseciuence miist 
have given " pot latches " and now 1 am 
astonislied that Christiana persecute us 
and put us in jail for doing as the first 
Christians.

FRF.NCH FOKEKiN POLICY. 

Discussed in the Chamber of Deputies— The 
Government Attacked— The Premier's 
Explanations. 

P.Miis, March 31. — In the senate to- 
day M. Bourgeois, the premier and min- 
ister of foreiiiii affairs, announced tliat 
t wo mem bcrs hiul asked fi ir further in- 
forinatioii regarding the cancelling of 
the treaties with Madagascar, lleadileil 
that tlu^ governineiit was preparing a 
reply to thus,' renuests. lU.-ferring to 
the lOgyjitiaii question in the seii.ite to- 
day, yi. Hoiirgeois said 1 1 la t a ft er the 
(h'cision of the l'!gyi)tian debt commis- 
sioners to allow ttie ri^serve iniid to be 
used for the jnirtiose of the llritish Fgyp- 
tian expedition up the Nile, France hail 
entered into eommunication on tlie sub- 
ject with Cireat Britian, and pour par- 
lers were still In progress, on the jiart of 
France with wisdom and lirinness. 
France, lie added, was firmly supported 
liy Russia in this matter, and their ac- 
cord had never been more complete or 
cordial. 

M. I'lardoux itsked M. lionrgeois to 
explain the seiiii-ollicial iioti; issued on 
March 17, ])tir|)ijrl iiig to ex|i!aiii that 
the proposed adyance up the Nile was a 
great surjiri.se to the governineiit, ami 
would serve to einliitter the anti-Fng- 
lish leelini^ in I'lame at a time when a 
bidter eiitiuiti' was |uoiiiised, adding that 
Great Britain's explanation that the ail- 
vance was necessary in the interest of 
Egypt, was viewed with skepticism in 
France. 

M. Bourgeois replies that the note was 

siuni-oflicial and could not be discussed 
by the seiiale. 

'.M. l;aidoiix inotestcd against the 
prcsiuit gi lyern iiKuit 's action reganliiii: 
Madagasi'iir, objecting to tho policy of 
annexation which had be(ui siibslituled 
for t he pn iteclorate of I'^ranee oyer that 
inland, thus creating diHieidties. iM. 
liardonx also complained tliat the cx- 
plamitioii.s of M. Bourgeois in regard to 
i'lgypt were inadeijuate, and asked if the 
goyernment had any hope that tireat 
Britain would flillil her {jromises. 

M. Bourgeois replied that the French 
Government had in no way receded 
from the attitude which France had 
taken up towards Eg;vpl, but, he 
added, the government could not 
enter into details at present, as 
negotiatioiiH were still in jirogress 
on the Pulijec^t with Great lirliaiii. 

Kenator liardoux contended tliat M. 
lionrgeois had ilestroycil tb(^ splemlid 
|)ositioii which l'"raiice had gained abroad 
during the tenure of ollita; of the last 
goyernment. M. I'.ourgeois, hv coiileiid- 
en, bad bungled in ICgyjit, Mailagiiscar 
and Cliina, and he |)ointeil out partic- 
ularly tliat, tile opening of the West 
river to European trade had destroyed 
the advantages of the French railway 
from LangBon to the frontier ; that the 
Chinese loan had been obtained hy 
Great Britain, and also referred to the 
fact that Sir I?obert Hart, an. i'higlish- 
man, wa.s head of the customs service. 

The statement of .M. liinirgeois was 
in the form of the following answers to 
the i|nesl ions iiiit to him by M. Ilanioiix. 
The lirst i|Uesl. ion vyas : " Ik it true that 
.Sir Ivolierl llait litis been aniioiiited 
post nmster general in additiiui to his 
|josl, of inspecl or general of cu.stoms liv 
the Chinese government?" 

The Premier answered that he had re- 



ceived no oflleial notification tif such ap- 
pointment, but that the senate miglit 
be assiireil tliat should China desire to 
ai)])oint ill a large measiii'e foreigners as 
aL'CUts for t",e organization of its internal 
administration the h'reiudi government 
would not fail to olitaiii for the Friiiich 
citizens a fair shtire. 

To the second question " Is it true 
that the loan that China is contracting 
has been granted to British firms'.'" M. 
Bourgeois answered: "Tlie new Clii- 
nese loan was offered witiiout tlu^ guar- 
antee of the Russian Eovernment ; it lias 
no other security except the balance of 
the customs revenues, which is rpserved 
as a guarantee for a previous loan con- 
tracted by an r^nglisli comjiany and also 
the Hussian-Chineso loan of last year. 
The French eonipany which have acted 
in concert with the IJu.ssitin linns in 
this matter could nol atlbni to grant to 
tilt' Chinese government, the conditions 
which it ili'iniiiided, ami which were ac- 
cepted by the llritish and ( iernian linns. 

To the third question " Is it true tliat 
China has opened the Seiking (West) 
river to foreign navigation in sijite of 
promises to the contrary? " the Premier 
answered: "The promise was never 
made by the Chinese govern nienton the 
subject. It is neeilless to say tliat 
should the river be opened it woiilil not 
he a privileire reserved to :iny one 
nation. .\t all events the l-'reiich gov- 
erntiKMit haw received assurances that 
the river will not bo opened unless we 
obtain at tlie same time for a French 
company the concession of a railroad in- 
to Cliimi." 

To tin; fourth iiuestion : "Wliat dec- 
larations have Mr. Cur/.on, British 
uiider-secretary of state, made on tlie 
customs duties to be established at Mad- 
agascar'.' What iiotilications have we 
made on the subject, and what answers 
liave we received?" M. Boargeois an- 
swered: "It is impossible to treat otl- 
liand suclianimportantquestioii. When 
the bill on the Madagascar taritf comes 
before tiie Inmse every needed explana- 
tion will be giyeii to "the Senate. We 
nave noli lied the fKiwers that we have 
taken |)ossi'ssion of iMiidagascar. The 
great majority of the jiowers have ai;- 
kiiowlcilged iiiir notilicatioii without 
coiiiiiieiit. (Inlv two govej-nnients havi? 
asked for further jiartieulars, and we 
are pr(!parlng answers conformably to 
the spirit of the hill now pending before 
the house." 

Comterning Kgypt, M. lionrgeois spoke 
as follow.^: "The senate knows hy a 
declaration made on Mandi II) liyM. 
Ilerthclot the views of the French "gov- 
eriinient on the lirilisli i)ro|iosition. 
Vou know, gentlemen, wluit has been 
tbe attitude of our ri^iiresenlative on the 
l''gyptiaii debt commission. Tho Rus- 
sian eoinmissioner liaa fully shared 
thoce views. Bo'li have maintained in 
full accord the coiniiotenee of the com- 
mission on a question of such excep- 
tional and political importance. Their 
views not having been accepted, both 
retired from the commission after Iiav- 
ini> made a protest. 

" I shall not speak of the legal action 
that has been brouglit by several French 
lioiidholders against tho lOuyptiaii gov- 
ernment ami tho commission. Oii the 
other hami, tht; viewHof the I'"r('ii(!li gov- 
ernineiit htive lieen brought to the 
kriinyh!ilge of tlu^ liritisli governmmit 
and iiegoliations an; progressing, 'i'ho 
seiiati! will understand llnit it is not 
possible just now to give more ile- 
tailed explanations as to these 
negotiations. I must confine myself 
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to a statmneiit of the jirudeiice 
and lirniness with which these negotia- 
tions are being conducted by us. " Allow 
me to remind you that France in the 
stand she has taken has met w'ith the 
firm support of Russia, and I may add 
that tile entente between tho two nii- 
tiouH was never more completi! ami cor- 
dial than now. 1 am happy to conclude 
with these aijsurances, and 1 hope tliey 
may he received l)y your in such a way 
that the government will iiiul in your 
approbation more autliority to persevere 
in its foreign policy."
